MEMORANDUM FOR HE CHIEF, MILITARY INTELLIGENCE SERVICE: 
Subjeet: Foreign Positive Intelligence. 


1. Reference is made to the attached letter dated 8 July 1944 
from the Directer of Intelligence, Army Service Forces, concerning 
the publication, “Current Requests for Information," in conneetion 
with the eolleetion of foreign positive intelligence by the Service 
Commands (Tab A). 


2. For your information there is attached herete copies of 
the Disposition Ferm dated S Mareh 1944 to the Adjutant General from 
the Ae C. of 3., Ge%, and the Adjutant Gensral's letter dated 4 March 
1944 to the Director of Intelligence, Army Service Forces, directing 
that the Serviee Commands participate in the eollection of foreign 
positive intelligence and advising that guidance in this collection 
would be provided by current requests fer information and priorities 
as established by the A. C. of 5., G«2, WOG3 (Tab 3B). 


3 Gurrent requests for information as mentioned in the above 
communications refer specifically te the publication, “Current Requests 
for Information," a eopy of which is attached (Tab ©). 


4 The origina) plan of the Current Request list as propounded 
over a year and a half age was to have the Chief of the former Theatre 
Group request regularly, once a month, a list of current intelligence 
requirements of 411 the former regional branches, and with the advice 
of the Planning and Stratecy Group indicate te the former dollection 
Unit which oountries and whieh questions should be emphasized or given 
priorities in the eolleotion of replies from the various sources avail- 
able te the former Colleetion Unit. fhe three-ring binder was adopted 
a2 @ cover, and questionnaires for each country were to be forwarded 
in leose-leaf form once a month, or more or less frequently, as desired. 
Current Request liste were furnished to ali Military Attaches, Military 
OGbeervers, Military Liaison Officers, JICAs, MID Bransh Offices, and 
Service Commands. The last supplement published was sometime in May, 
1944. 
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S. the Current Request list serves the following purposes: 


@- Keeps MID field personel regularly informed ef MID 
current requirements and prierities. 


be Makes full use of all possible sources of information. 


Ge Makes intellicence gathering activities, both domestic 
and foreign, more economical and more effective by directing the con- 
centration of those activities on spocific needs. 


@ Givea due consideration to the intelligense needs of 
other arma and services. 


@e Tranamits the same questions to more than a single agensy 
in the field, on the theory that a single report is seldom if ever the 
bew~all and end-all on any ons subject; and on the theory that valuable 
intelli;ence on almest any subjeet and area may be obtained at aluost 
any important intelligence post, provided the proper search for the best 
contacts is made, (There is information in Madrid and Steckholm, for ex- 
a not merely on Spain and Sweden, mt on Russia, France, Germany, 
ete. 


f. Relieves the requesting branches of as much paper work as 
possible in connection with printing and forwarding questionnaires, 


Se Prevents as moh duplication as possible in requests for 
information, maps and documents, 


he Makes sure thet information requested from the field could 
not be obtained in Washington. 


6. In view of the commituent made by the de Co of Se, Ge2, to 
furnish the Service Commands with Current Request lists, and in view 
of the professed need of the field offices for intelligence objectives 
as witnessed by the recent requests for such objeetives by JXCA in 
Reme, it is recommended that the Director of Intelligence be directed 
to supply the Supervisor of Seuree Control regularly once a month with 
current Questions reflecting the current intelligence requirements of 
MIS. The Supervisor of Seurce Control will assemble and put the ques- 
tions in the proper ferm for trangmittal to the field, Also included . 
in the Current Request list, will be certain of the regular requests 
for informetion submitted te Supervisor of Source Control in the nor~ 
mal routine manner by the various units in the Intelligence Group as 
eutlined in MID memorandum No. 65, dated 10 July, subject, "Requests 
for Information."
